Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Re claim 1 , 
the prior art of record does not teach a countenn/eight supporting a rear axle mounted to 
pivot about a longitudinal axis of an industrial truck, nor does it teach a coupling portion 
integrally formed with the counterweight to accept a fluid cylinder for limiting axle pivot. 
Re claim 8, the prior art of record does not teach mounting a fluid pressure cylinder 
between a vehicle counterweight and an axle to control axle pivot, nor does it show a 
coupling portion integral with the countenveight for accepting the cylinder.
